McCord was the first of the Watergate 
conspirators to begin cooperating with 


the government's investigations into 
the scandal, and the lour Miamians 
participated in the Watergate break in 
out of a sense of misguided patriotism, 
the government said 
McCord, who has served several 
months in ja il and is currently tree on 
bail, was sentenced lo a term of one to 
five* years on prison with no fine U S 
District Court Judge Sirica said he has 
ten days to appeal his conviction arui 


may remain free on bond for 15 days, or 
possibly longer it he does choose to 
appeal 
Bernard I- Barker, the Miami real 
estate man who recruited three ( ’entre I 
Intelligence Agency associates for the 
W atergate break in, received the 
longer sentence of I'., to ii years 
Hie three others, Eugenio It Mar 
tine/,, Frank A Sturgis and Virgllio It 
Gonzalez, received sentences of from 


one to four years, which Sirica said was 
"the lowest m inim um ” he could give 
under the circumstances 
Sirica sentenced Hunt to a term of 2'^ 
to eight years in prison on two of the six 
counts on which he was convicted He 
received lesser terms on the other 
counts with the sentences to run con

WASHINGTON (AIM 
The US 
government announced today Israel 
and Egypt have accepted a six point 
agreement intended to pave the way for 
negotiations to reach a permanent 
settlement in the wartorn Middle Fast. 
White House officials released the 
text of a letter from Secretary of State 
Henry A. Kissinger to U N. Secretary 
General Kurt Waldheim listing the six 
points and saying representatives of 
the two countries 
would 
meet on 
Saturday to sign the agreement. 
The six points do not include a 
reported Egyptian concession lifting 
the blockade of the Bab el Mandeb 
Straits on the Southern entrance to the 
lied Sea. This was included in the text 
of the agreement as disclosed by U.S. 
officials on Thursday as 
Kissinger 
wound up his whirlw ind tour of five 
Arab countries. 
The text of the agreement, as given in 
Kissinger’s letter to Waldheim, in­ 
cluded these points: 
“ Egypt and Israel agree to observe 
scrupulously the ceasefire called for by 
the U N Security Council. 
"Both sides agree that discussions 
between them w ill begin immediately 
to settle the question of the return to the 
Oct. 22 positions in the framework of 
agreement on the disengagement and 
separation of forces under the auspices 
of the United Nations. 
"The town of Suez w ill receive 
daily supplies of food, water 
and 
medicine. All wounded civilians in the 
town of Suez will be evacuated. 
"There shall be no impediment to 
the movement of nonm ilitary supplies 
to the East Bank. 
"The Israeli checkpoints on the 
Cairo-Suez road w ill be replaced by 
U N. checkpoints. At the Suez end of the 
road Israeli officers can participate

Stedman and Gretzler were tracked 
down Thursday in Sacramento, 50 
miles to the north, after they registered 
at a hotel where a clerk recognized 
them from photos in a newspaper and 
tippi'd police. 
Gretzler was arrested on a second 
floor hallway of the Clunie Hotel and 90 
minutes later Stedman was flushed by 
a tear gas shell from a shabby apart­ 
ment building IC miles away.

Congress speeds 
action on Nixon 
energy proposal 


WASHINGTON (AP) — President 
Nixon has ordered fuel economies at 
the White House and has sent Congress 
his proposals to deal with an energy 
crisis he says is “ closing upon us 
quickly.” 
In Congress, 
the Senate Interior 
Committee planned to begin voting 
today on a bill sponsored by Sen. Henry 
M. Jackson, D-Wash., which would give 
the President most of what he is asking. 
But the Jackson bill would not permit 
the adm inistration to suspend prim ary 
clean-air standards designed to protect 
public health and safety.

ad­ 
m in is tra to r of the E nvironm ental 
Protection Agency, said Thursday that 
he doubted “ that we can entirely avoid 
granting variances which may impinge 
upon prim ary standards.” 
Oil industry spokesmen and a leading 
environm en talist in Congress said 
Nixon's recommendations, including 
50-mile-an-hour speed lim its and a 
temporary letup on antipollution laws, 
w ill not be enough. 
“ No amount of cheerleading w ill 
provide an 
instant 
solution,” Rep. 
M orris K. Udall, DAriz., chairman of a 
House environm ent subcom m ittee, 
said. 


Udall called for immediate rationing 
and new taxes to reduce energy con­ 
sumption. 
In New York, a spokesman for the 
Sun Oil Co. said Nixon’s proposals “ will 
still leave a shortage of a m illion 
barrels a day.” 


Exxon President Clifton C. Garvin 
Jr. maintained that, even if Nixon’s 
proposals are all adopted, “ There w ill 
still be a crunch. There’s no way to

Profit lure means 
loss of U.S. oil 


WASHINGTON (AP) 
A govern­ 
ment report released Wednesday in 
dicates that fuel oil exports in 1973 "w ill 
drastically surpass 1972" despite a 
serious shortage in this country. 
A Cost of 
Living Council 
study 
requested by Rep. Les Aspin, D-Wis., 
predicts that 53.3 m illion gallos of fuel 
oil w ill be exported during 1973, a 284 
per cent increase over 1972. 
However, the study said, "1972 was a 
depressed year and the rise in 1973 
appears to be a return to a historical 
export level ” 
"Apparently the lure of big profits is 
persuading m ajor oil companies to 
export 
desperately needed fuel oil 
despite the shortage. Aspin said. "It is 
nothing less than a total disregard for 
Hie welfare ol tin' American consumer 


which leads to these tremendous ex­ 
ports of fuel oil during the shortage.” 
He said the Cost of Living Council’s 
prediction "demonstrates once again 
that 
neither 
industry 
nor the 
ad 
m inistration 
has 
any 
intention 
of 
halting exports despite the fact that oil 
which is leaving the United States could 
keep tens of thousands of Midwestern 
residents warm this winter ” 
The Cost ol 
Living Council said 
neither the Interior I)epartment nor tin* 
Treasury Department has been able to 
determ ine who made an August 
shipment to Europe*. That shipment ol 
8.4 m illion gallons carried a price of 
$(>.73 per barrel. 
That tigure represents a 145 per cent 
increase

the average price per 
barrel last year, Aspin said.

U. S.responds 
quickly to 
energy pleas

The world s hungriest energyusers 
are trying to bring their appetites 
under control. 
Spurred by President Nixon’s ad­ 
dress on the energy crisis, citizens and 
public officials throughout the nation 
Thursday initiated steps to burn less 
gas on the highways and use less heat 
and 
electricity 
in 
homes, offices, 
factories and schools. 
There were people who lowered their 
thermostats, slowed their cars and 
turned off some of their lights. There 
were also people who complained about 
the changes they were being asked to 
make in their way of life. 
The President led the way by turning 
down thermostats in the White House to 
68 degrees 
and a spokesman said 
afternoon readings were 65 degrees. 
Cleveland 
Mayor 
Ralph J. 
Perk 
turned his office thermostat down to 62 
degrees. “ That may be too far. I may 
have to wear thermal underwear,” he 
said. 
Schools 
throughout 
the 
state 
of 
Oklahoma turned thermostats down 
and Pennsylvania school officials met 
to discuss an extended Christmas vaca­ 
tion to save heat. 
Some New York high-rise apartment 
managers were quick to comply with 
the suggestion to lower the thermostat. 
They noted that 68 degrees is the 
minimum daytime average set by law 
anyway. 
The Washington Gas Light Co. cut off 
natural gas service to 268 large in­ 
dustrial and commercial customers, 
forcing them to draw against scarce 
supplies of heating oil. The customers 
included Georgetown University, the 
U n ive rsity 
of 
M aryland, 
the 
Washington 
Hilton 
Hotel 
and 
two 
hospitals in the suburbs. 
The 50 rn p h. speed lim it was put into 
immediate effect on the New Jersey 
Turnpike. New Jersey’s Garden State 
Parkway 
went

maximum beginning today, as did the 
Pennsylvania Turnpike. 
The idea brought some criticism , 
however. The Greyhound Corp. asked 
the government to exempt buses from 
the proposed 50 rn p h. lim it and tru ­ 
ckers complained that slower speed 
lim its would keep them on the road 
longer. 
A spokesman for the President said 
he would continue to travel but would 
order his jet flown at slower speeds to 
conserve fuel. 
The White House also took the lead in 
reducing lighting, ordering its exterior 
50,000 watt floodlights turned off at IO 
p.m. instead of allowing them to burn 
all night 
Sears, Roebuck and Co. announced 
that its more than 800 retail stores and 
2,(HK) other units would reduce store 
temperatures to 08 degrees, reduce 
inside lighting and eliminate additional 
outside lighting normally used during 
the Christmas season

gunman killed in a barrage of police 
gunfire as he walked out of a bank with 
two women hostages was described as

several hours. 
Lt. L.C. Chatham talked nearly four 
hours with the welldressed gunman, 
trying to persuade him to release four 
women bank employes he held captive 
Thursday in a small room of the 
downtown branch of the First National 
Hank of Atlanta. 
The gunman took the women hostage 
immediately when he was told the 
branch office had only about $50,(HK) 
cash on hand — one quarter the amount 
he demanded, Chatham said. 
“ Everytim e I went back to talk to 
him, he cocked his pistol,” Chatham 
said. “ I never saw his face He made 
me sit in a chair with my hack to him. 
He threatened several times to kill his 
hostages and said at one point that he 
did not want to live.” 
FBI agents and police provided a car 
and 
$200, (HH) 
in 
cash 
from 
bank 
headquarters to meet the demands of 
the gunman, identified as George Lin­ 
ton W hitfield, 31, New Carrollton, Md. 
But as he led two of the hostages 
towards the car, a police sharpshooter 
fired once from a rooftop, knocking him 
to the pavement. 
As the two hostages dived to the 
ground, the gunman screamed and 
tired once with a revolver, police said. 
Then police - who had surrounded the 
one-story branch — opened up with a 
deafening fusillade of rifle and small 
arms fire.

policeman identified as J.B 
Adams 
suffered a stomach wound, possibly 
from a ricocheting police bullet, a 
police spokesman said. He was report­

Newly named presidential tria l 
lawyer Samuel J. Powers Jr. told 
newsmen that Buzhardt would clear up 
tin' puzzle ot tile out of turn recorder 
today He was scheduled to testify after 
U.S. 
District Court Judge John J 
Sil ica s sentencing of the six original 
Watergate defendants. 
The out-of turn recorder surfaced 
Thursday 
as 
N ixon’s 
personal 
secretary. Rose Mary Woods, revealed 
that not one but two tape recorders 
were operating on April IO. 
She cited the two tape machines to 
explain why earlier she could not find 
an April 16conversation between Nixon 
and Dean when she was in the process 
ot transcribing the tapes. 
According to her testimony, Dean s 
conversation had been recorded on a 
machine that came on automatically 
early in the morning of April IO The 
tape she had been searching began with 
a recording ol a conversation between 
Nixon and then Secretary of State W il­

The Dean meeting ended at 4:35 
p m . according to Nixon’s official daily 
diary The Rogers meeting began at 
4:55. So, somehow, machines were 
switched hours before schedule, ap 
patently by hand Nobody before Miss 
Woods had mentioned any manual 
switching on April 16.

Political life is full of surprises 
these days The list of them is ex 
tended by President Nixon s choice 
of Sen William B. Saxbe of Ohio to 
succeed Elliot L. Richardson as 
attorney general 
This was not a surprise in the 
sense that most observers expected 
the prize to go to someone else For 
once the punch was accurately 
telegraphed: there was almost 
unanimity in the press that the 
outspoken Ohioan would be named, 
and he himself was hinting at this

Saxbe's disgruntlement extends to 
Congress He has described it as 
being, for the most part, “ a fraud on 
the American taxpayers,” and not 
long ago announced that he would

Chairman Sam Ervin's seven have 
been accused of wanting to "get Nixon” 
as

yesteryear never did want to nail

irregularities involved in his spon* 
sorshipof Bobby Baker. Ever since last 
August the committee has been told in 
no uncertain terms that it was trailing 
off into querulous and partisan futility, 
and that it was time to fold its tents and 
quietly steal away. 
Now comes the big switch:

reason for continuing Watergate until 
after the snow 
begins to fly 
The 
liberals, on the other hand, are being 
prodded by Big Labor to get Sam Ervin 
to call off his dogs. 


THE CHANCE in climatecame when 
it became known that the committee 
was really serious about looking into 
labor's big money contributions in 
recent political campaigns. Sens. 
Howard Baker and Edward Gurney 
raised the point that it would be wholly 
inconsistent of the committee if it were 
to limit its investigation of the sources 
of big political money to the cor­ 
poration fat cats. 
Sam Ervin, being an old-fashioned 
liberal from the South, where Big 
I monism has never been popular, went 
along with Baker and Gurney 
The 
result was a stiff 15-point questionnaire 
that has gone out to 80 top union of­ 
ficials asking, under penalty of possible 
subpoena, just how much cash and 
man-hours the unions spent on the 
presidential election of 1972. 
If Sam Ervin continues to play the 
unintimidated man. the questionnaire 
could really tip over the applecart. The 
list of questions is suavely prefaced 
with

request

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cooperation.” Bul a covering letter 
warns against false .statements, and 
suggests that if any one of the HO of­ 
ficials fails to reply the committee 
might find it necessary to put him on 
the stand in order to "complete its 
work 
If this is "voluntarism.” then 
surely someone is rewriting the dic­ 
tionary 
The questions themselves leave no 
room for wriggling Full details have 
been requested of any union official "or 
spouse w ho contributed a total of $500 
or more to any political candidate, 
committee or party in connection with 
the 1972 campaign. The questionnaire 
does not permit any distinction bet­ 
ween 
‘‘action 
committees” 
and 
“ education 
committees.” 
The 
provision of goods and services, such as 
the assumption of printing bills and the 
supply of transportation to the polls, 
occupies as prominent a place in the 
questionnaire as money raised from 
dues assessments or voluntary con­ 
tributions. 
Finally, there is a "shot in the dark” 
question that reads: "Do you have any 
other 
information 
or 
comments 
regarding fund-raising in connection 
with the 1972 presidential campaign?” 
If anyone says "no” to this, and it later 
develops that something has been held 


back, could this l>o the basis for a 
charge ut perjury ’ Labor leaders know 
plenty; an honest answer to the request 
for "other information" would result in 
book length reports. 


T H E HI E M l o w U R E is now 
known throughout Washington as 
"Pandora’s Box ” If the Watergate 
committee counsel really follows up on 
the expected revelations about the 
soliciting of union contributions by 
politician-', AFL-CIO President George 
Meany may discover the meaning of 
the old Greek fable about "Pandora's 
jar of evil," w hich w as opened just long 
enough to flood the world with misery 
and shut tight again before its last 
content, labelled Hope. had managed to 
emerge.

Clarence Miller, R-Ohio, has offered 
(he lirst legislation since Watergate to 
outlaw political spying and dirty tricks 
in federal elections. 
"Political espionage has no place in 
American politics," Miller said. "It is 
alien to our sense of fair play and 
serves only to undermine open and free 
elections.” 
He said his bill would make it a felony 
to conduct political spying, cover-up 
campaign dirty tricks or misuse 
campaign funds tor these and other un­ 
lawful purposes. 
Conviction would carry a fine of not 
more than $10,000 and imprisonment of

Prohibit any employe to provide

Bar the use of campaign funds for 
political dirty tricks, wiretapping, 
electronic surveillance, burglary and 
breaking and entering. 


Ran any employe or volunteer from 
deliberately concealing any violation of 
the law.

McCord was the first of the Watergate 
conspirators to begin cooperating with 


the government’s investigations into 
the scandal, and the four Miamians 
participated in the Watergate break in 
out of a sense of misguided patriotism, 
the government said. 
McCord, who has served several 
months in jail and is currently free on 
bail, was sentenced to a term of one to 
five years on prison with no fine U.S. 
District Court Judge Sirica said he has 
ten days to appeal his conviction and 


may remain free on bond for 15 days, or 
possibly longer it he does choose to 
appeal. 
Bernard L. Marker, the Miami real 
estate man who recruited three Central 
Intelligence Agency associates for the 
W atergate break-in, received the 
longer sentence ot I 1- to ti years. 
The three others, Eugenio It. Mar 
tine/, Frank A Sturgis and Virgilio It 
Gonzalez, received sentences of from 


one to four years, which Sirica said was 
“ the lowest minimum” he could give 
under the circumstances. 
Sirica sentenced Hunt to a term of 2‘ a 
to eight years in prison on two of the six 
counts on which he was convicted. He 
received lesser terms on the other 
counts with the sentences to run con 
currently.

government announced today Israel 
and Egypt have accepted a six-point 
agreement intended to pave the way for 
negotiations to reach a permanent 
settlement in the wartorn Middle East.

The suit, filed in U.S. District Court 
in Columbus, said James L Ostrander 
and( lifford R Grimm received $16,700 
each through a third company for the 
purchase of the Holiday Inn at Man­ 
sfield, Ohio. 
The allegation is one of several in the 
lawsuit, which describes alleged kick­ 
backs, favoritism and uncollected 
loans through scheming of company 
officers. 
The suit alleges the trusts were 
manipulated to the officers' benefit 
while 
the companies’ 
assets 
were 
depleted 
Principal defendants in the case are 
Ohio Real Estate Investment Co. and 
Ohio Real Estate Equities Co., both in­ 
vestment trusts, and the U.S. Capital 
Corp. 
In the Mansfield motel sale, the suit 
alleged, the sellers hired Financial 
Management 
Corp 
(FM C ) 
as 
in­ 
vestment consultants to handle the sale 
to U R E IC . 
FM C is a wholly-owned subsidiary of 
U.S. Capital, in which Ostrander and 
former trustee Lawrence VV. Dunning 
owned individually 36.6 per cent of the 
sotck, the suit said. 
FM C received a $65.(KH) fee for the 
motel sale, the suit said, and paid 
Ostrander and Grimm $33,400. 
The trust also purchased Roselawn 
Shopping Center in Cincinnati. The 
sellers paid FM C $25,000, and FM C 
paid Ostrander and Grimm $8,000 each, 
the suit said. 
Woodside Manor Nursing Home was 
bought 
by 
U R E IC 
from 
C apital 
Development 
Corp. 
(CDG), another 
U.S. Capital subsidiary, the suit said. 
Bought for $338,000, the improved 
property was sold to the trust for SI.25 
million, the suit said. 
The federal suit also listed alleged 
examples of large loans made by the 
trust to firms in which trustees had an 
interest, with no effort made to collect 
on the loans. 
It also said trust property was leased 
to companies in which officers held an 
interest, with little effort to collect rent. 


For example, the suit said, a tract 
w as leased by U R E IC to Rex's Bull Run 
Inc., a Cincinnati restaurant in which 
Ostrander held an interest 
As of June 30, the suit said, the 
restaurant was 22 months delinquent in 
its rent.

Fuel conservation efforts speeded 


CO LU M BU S, Ohio (A P ) — To con­ 
serve fuel, state vehicles will drive no 
more than 60 miles per hour, except 
under 
emergency 
conditions. 
Gov, 
John J. Gilligan ordered Thursday. 
He further directed that thermostats 
in state buildings be set at 68 degrees 
during work hours, 65 degrees at night 
and 60 degrees over the weekend. 
The orders, he said, were in response 
to President Nixon’s call for a national 
energy conservation effort to offset 
anticipated winter fuel shortages. 
Meanwhile, Gilligan’s wife, Katie, 
said Thursday she will have some 
radiators turned off and some rooms 
closed at the governor’s mansion in 
( olumbus. 
“ It s such a minor thing,” Ohio’s first 
lady said, but “ we all have to do 
something about saving energy.” 
Last winter it cost $520 a month for 
electricity and $575 to heat the 25-room 
stone mansion, according to the 
Department ol Public Works. 
Some local governments around the 
state also began taking some steps to 
conserve energy. 
( leveland Mayor Ralph J Perk had 
thermostat settings in city buildings 
reduced from 78 to 68 degrees He also 
asked

transportation as much as possible 
But Perk said lie wasn’t going to stop 
using tile Lincoln Continental given 
him by the Ford Motor Co, because 
it s too much of a bargain to give up.” 
In Cincinnati, Councilman Thomas

Robert Turner consider faking several 
steps, 
including stopping 
city-spon 
sored night meetings, cutting back on 
city car usage and lowering speed 
limits of city vehicles.

Another View 


The Saxbe nom ination 


Political life is full of surprises 
these days. The list of them is ex 
tended by President Nixon’s choice 
of Sen. William B. Saxbe of Ohio to 
succeed Elliot L. Richardson as 
attorney general. 
This was not a surprise in the 
sense that most observers expected 
the prize to go to someone else For 
once the punch was accurately 
telegraphed: there was almost 
unanimity in the press that the 
outspoken Ohioan would be named, 
and he himself was hinting at this 
well before the announcement was 
made. 
The element of surprise comes 
from Saxbe’s record as something of 


a Republican maverick, one who 
once remarked: “ I never worry 
about Democrats. It’s my fellow 
Republicans who usually have the 
knife out.” More to the point in the 
present context, Senator Saxbe has 
from time to time taken potshots at 
President 
Nixon 
and 
various 
bigwigs in an administration he 
once called “ one of the most inept in 
history.,” 
Saxbe’s disgruntlement extends to 
Congress. He has described it as 
being, for the most part, “ a fraud on 
the American taxpayers,” and not 
long ago announced that he would 
leave the Senate at the end of his 
first term. This jaundiced view' of a 


Congress 
with 
which 
the 
ad­ 
ministration has been at odds may 
have endeared him to Mr Nixon, but 
certainly that cannot be said of his 
salty remarks about blundering in 
the White House 
Still, 
there 
he 
stands: 
the 
President’s choice for attorney 
general. His competence is not open 
to much question; he served longer 
than any other man as Ohio’s at 
torney general before going to the 
Senate. But it is clear that Mr 
Nixon is taking him, as Saxbe ob­ 
served, “ warts and all.” 
Which 
may, come to think of it, be a 
shrewd political move under the 
circumstances.

The conservatives, even those who 
had no love for Haldeman. Ehrlichman 
and Company, have been loud in their 
criticisms of the Watergate committee 
because of its selective treatment of 
such phenomena as bugging and 
campaign dirty tricks. 
And at least five of Committee 
Chairman Sam Ervin ’s seven have 
been accused of wanting to “ get Nixon” 
as 
the 
Democratic 
senators 
of 
yesteryear never did want to nail 
Lyndon 
Johnson 
for 
possible 
irregularities involved in his spon­ 
sorship of Bobby Baker. Ever since last 
August the committee has been told in 
no uncertain terms that it was trailing 
off into querulous and partisan futility, 
and that it was time to fold its tents and 
quietly steal away. 
Now' comes the big switch: 
the 
conservatives 
suddenly see 
a 
big' 
reason for continuing Watergate until 
after the snow 
begins to fly 
The 
liberals, on the other hand, are being 
prodded by Big Labor to get Sam Ervin 
to call off his dogs. 


THE CHANGE in climate came when 
it became known that the committee 
was really serious about looking into 
labor's big money contributions in 
recent political campaigns. Sens. 
Howard Baker and Edward Gurney 
raised the point that it would be wholly 
inconsistent of the committee if it were 
to limit its investigation of the sources 
of big political money to the cor­ 
poration fat cats. 
Sam Ervin, being an old-fashioned 
liberal from the South, where Big 
Unionism has never been popular, went 
along with Baker and Gurney. The 
result was a stiff 15-point questionnaire 
that has gone out to 80 top union of­ 
ficials asking, under penalty of possible 
subpoena, just how much cash and 
man-hours the unions spent on the 
presidential election of 1972. 
If Sam Ervin continues to play the 
unintimidated man, the questionnaire 
could really tip over the applecart. The 
list of questions is suavely prefaced 
with 
a 
request 
for 
“ voluntary 
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cooperation.” But a covering letter 
warns against false statements, and 
suggests that if any one of the 80 of­ 
ficials fails to reply the committee 
might find it necessary to put him on 
the stand in order to “ complete its 
work.” If this is “ voluntarism," then 
surely someone is rewriting the dic­ 
tionary. 
The questions themselves leave no 
room for wriggling. Full details have 
been requested of any union official “ or 
spouse" who contributed a total of $500 
or more to any political candidate, 
committee or party in connection with 
the 1972 campaign. The questionnaire 
does not permit any distinction bet­ 
ween 
“ action 
committees” 
and 
“ education 
committees.” 
The 
provision of goods and services, such as 
the assumption of printing bills and the 
supply of transportation to the polls, 
occupies as prominent a place in the 
questionnaire as money raised from 
dues, assessments or voluntary con­ 
tributions. 
Finally, there is a “ shot in the dark” 
question that reads: “ Do you have any 
other 
information 
or 
comments 
regarding fund-raising in connection 
with the 1972 presidential campaign?” 
If anyone says “ no” to this, and it later 
develops that something has been held 


back, could this be the basis for a 
charge of perjury? Labor leaders know 
plenty; an honest answer to the request 
tor “ other information” would result in 
book-length reports. 


TH E Q U E S T IO N N A IR E is now 
known throughout Washington as 
“ Pandora’s Box.” lf the Watergate 
committee counsel really follows up on 
the expected revelations about the 
soliciting of union contributions by 
politicians, AFL-CIO President George 
Meany may discover the meaning of 
the old Greek fable about “ Pandora’s 
jar of evil. " which was opened just long 
enough to flood the world with misery 
and shut tight again before its last 
content, labelled Hope, had managed to 
emerge. 
The Seay case, in which it has been 
alleged 
that 
the 
International 
Association 
of 
Machinists 
made 
political use of compulsory dues and 
agency fee money to help political 
candidates without reporting the ex­ 
penditures, has already slipped from 
Pandora’s Box. 
How many more Seay cases remain 
in the Box is a question that Sam 
E rvin 's committee, if it remains 
operative, should be able to answer 
before Christmas.

M iller offers bill to bar political dirt 


WASHINGTON (A P ) - U.S. Rep. 
Clarence Miller, R-Ohio, has offered 
the first legislation since Watergate to 
outlaw political spying and dirty tricks 
in federal elections. 
“ Political espionage has no place in 
American politics,” Miller said. “ It is 
alien to our sense of fair play and 
serves only to undermine open and free 
elections.” 
He said his bill would make it a felony 
to conduct political spying, cover-up 
campaign dirty tricks or misuse 
campaign funds for these and other un­ 
lawful purposes. 
Conviction would carry a fine of not 
more than $10,000 and imprisonment of

up to IO years for any of a number of of­ 
fenses, he said. 
Miller said his proposal deals with 
three problems growing out of the 1972 
presidential campaign. The bill would: 


—Prohibit any employe to provide 
any service to another candidate with 
the intent of interfering with his op­ 
ponent’s campaign. 


—Bar the use of campaign funds for 
political dirty tricks, wiretapping, 
electronic surveillance, burglary and 
breaking and entering. 


Ban any employe or volunteer from 
deliberately concealing any violation of 
the law.

Guidelines for conserving fuel, in­ 
cluding possible shutdown of schools 
during severe 
w eather, 
will 
be 
reviewed at a Sunday meeting of the 
State Board of B^ducation’s special 
committee on the energy crisis. 
The guidelines are expected to be 
presented to the state board at its 
meeting Monday. 
The committee has been working on 
guidelines since its creation Oct. 15. 
State school Supt. Martin Essex said 
the board can only request voluntary 
compliance with the guidelines. But if 
they are followed, he said, it is esti- 
mated that fuel consumption in Ohio’s 
5,000 school buildings could be reduced 
30 per cent. 
Concerning the closing of buildings, 
board President John Meckstroth said 
“discussions on this topic will explore 
the wisdom of recommending such a 
shutdown in mid-December and mid- 
January. Or, perhaps closing schools at 
the end of the sem ester in January and 
reopening on Presidents Day, Feb. 18.’’ 
Essex 
said 
his 
departm ent 
is 
“preparing guidelines for a shutdown 
and securing of buildings during the 
period when schools may be closed.’’
